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It's  the  Re-al  Thing,  Coke!

Just  can't  help  myself  folks,  in  using  yet  another  one  of 
Coca-Cola's  34  advertising  themes!  For  any  interested,  'It's  the 
Real  Thing!  Coke'  was  the  popular  slogan  used  in  Coke 
advertisements  in  1969. 

For  all  those  Coca-Cola  bar  lovers,  so  too  is  the  real  thing  by  our 
own  Tom  Mock  in  his  first  edition  guidebook  titled  Coca-Cola 
Bottler 's  75'"  Anniversary  Ingot  and  Round  Program,  1975  to  1988. 
Tom  is  the  first  to  'write  the  book'  on  Coca-Cola 
bars  and  rounds!  Yes,  rounds!  It  has  taken  Tom 
many  years  to  gather  information  as  well  as 
months  to  organize  the  information.  Tom 
documents  extensive  research  in  his  guide¬ 
book  and  gives  his  account  as  to  how  his 
endeavor  first  began. 

Tom  points  out  that  his  effort  in  writing  his 
guidebook  aisto  make  other  collectors 
aware  of  Coca-Cola  bars  minted,  but  yet  unknown,  and  he 
encourages  all  to  share  their  knowledge  for  the  update  of  future 
supplements. 

His  103-page  spiral  guidebook  with  laminated  cover  individually 
pictures  each  Coke  bar  and  round,  as  well  as  lists  the  bottler,  state, 
date,  metal,  mintage,  type,  and  ingot  value,  along  with  an 
extensive  description.  There  are  119  bars  and  rounds  listed,  and 
most  are  shown.  He  even  displays  bars  and  rounds  in  color!  Tom 
follows  a  listed  'pricing  guide  2003'  chart  in  determining  ingot 
value  according  to  mintage  range.  He  also  lists  an  alphabetical 
index  of  each  bar  and  round  for  easy  reading.  Tom  gives  a  vast 
amount  of  information  regarding  Coke  bar  die  modifications  and 
errors,  24  Coke  'fun  facts'  and  a  host  of  other  interesting 
information. 
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As  an  added  bonus,  and  thanks  to  Tom's  foresight  in  collecting,  he 
has  a  vast  and  incredible  collection  of  Coke  ingot  advertisements 
from  the  early  days.  These  are  featured  in  the  appendix. 

1  was  surprised  to  learn  there  were  more  Coke  bars  minted  and 
not  listed  in  the  5,h  edition  Indexed  Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars 
(1991)  and  that  some  were  made  of  other  metals  instead  of  silver. 
Equally  surprising  is  finding  out  there  were  Coke  error  bars  and 
die  modifications  made.  Thank  you,  Tom  Mock  for  your  undying 
passion,  courage  and  tenacity  in  writing  this  first  edition  Coke 
guidebook. 

Tom  told  me  he  plans  a  2nd  edition,  slated  for  January  2006,  and 
already  has  additional  information,  including  more  vintage  news 
clippings.

The  famous  Old  Man  of  the  Mountain  rock  formation  is  the  focus  of  the 
New  England  Numismatic  Association's  2004  medal.  The  39mm  medal 
has  the  official  NEN  A  logo  on  the  obverse  The  Old  Man  of  the 
Mountain  was  a  natural  rock  formation  in  Franconia  Notch  State  Park.  It 
consisted  of  five  slabs  of  pink  Conway  granite  layered  horizontally. 

From  certain  angles,  the  formation’s  outcroppings  resembled  a  man’s 
profile.  Hie  formation  collapsed  on  May  2,  2003.  Park  officials  blamed 
the  collapse  on  freezing  and  thawing  of  severe  w  inter  weather  along  with
